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The  second  floor  of  Fortenberry  received  a  facelift  during  the  summer.  This  area,  where 
Office  Systems  Technology  classes  are  taught,  has  new  lighting,  ceiling,  and  window  coverings, 
as  well  as  fresh  paint  and  wax.  Electrical  connections  were  also  replaced  and  upgraded.  The 
new  Pulp,  Paper  and  Chemical  Program  will  be  housed  in  two  of  these  rooms.  New  cabinets, 
sinks  and  other  specialized  equipment  were  installed  in  these  rooms. 

Other  projects  which  were  completed  during  the  summer  include:  a  new  heating  and  cooling 
system  for  the  Ewing  Administration  Building,  landscape  work  for  the  front  and  east  side  of 
Taylor  Chapel,  a  new  hut  for  the  pottery  kiln,  and  several  improvements  to  the  Wolf  Hollow 
Golf  Course.  Work,  which  is  not  so  noticeable,  included  new  carpet  throughout  Copiah  Hall 
and  new  carpet  on  the  fourth  floor  of  Stevens  Hall.  Ellzey  Hall  is  being  renovated  with  new 
showers,  restrooms  and  a  new  heating  and  cooling  system. 

The  Natchez  Campus  has  recently  completed  the  construction  of  a  gazebo  on  the  lawn  on 
the  north  side  of  the  flagpole.  This  new  addition  will  provide  a  quiet  place  for  breaks  by 
students  and  staff  members.  The  equipment  to  furnish  the  'Joey  Paul  Technology  Room"  has 
been  ordered,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  room  will  be  ready  for  classes  in  the  fall. 

The  Conference  Center  project  is  "on  schedule"  to  be  completed  in  October  of  1999.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  named  this  facility  the  Billy  B.  Thames  Conference  Center  in  honor  of 
former  Co-Lin  President  Billy  B.  Thames,  who  served  as  president  from  January  1968  until 
June  of  1997.  This  center  will  house  the  Community  Services  Division  of  the  college  and  will 
provide  much  needed  space  for  training  in  the  business  and  industry  segment  of  the 
community.  Several  major  functions  are  already  scheduled  for  this  state  of  the  art  facility. 

Projects  which  have  not  been  completed,  but  which  are  scheduled  for  late  summer  include 
paving  J. C.  Redd  Drive  (with  landscaping)  and  the  Access  Road  to  the  Thames  Conference 
Center  and  a  new  walkway  and  landscaping  in  front  of  the  Ewing  Administration  Building. 
Many  other  minor  projects  are  also  on  going.

He  added,  "The  administration, 
faculty,  and  staff  of  the  college, 
along  with  local  officials  and 
business  leaders  are  to  be 
commended  because  they  have 
worked  together  to  make 
Copiah-Lincoln  the  number  one 
community  college  in  the  state  of 
Mississippi  and  in  the 
southeastern  United  States." 

The  conference  center  was 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Billy  B. 
Thames,  retired  Co-Lin 
president  who  served  29  years.

The    Billy    B.    Thames    Conference    Center 
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Director  of  the  Brookhaven- 
Lincoln  County  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  Chandler  Russ, 
Executive  Director  of  the 
Copiah  County  Economic 
Development  District,  agreed 
that  the  construction  of  the 
conference  center  was  an 
indication  of  the  value  that  Co- 
Lin  places  on  local  business  and 
industry.  They  said  that  the 
center  would  be  used  extensively 
by  local  organizations  for 
meetings  and  other  activities  and 
would  attract  other  companies 
from  across  the  state  to  the  area, 
thus  enhancing  local  economic 
development  efforts.  The 
Thames  Center  would  also  be 
used  as  a  tool  in  the  recruitment 
of  new  business  and  industry  to 
counties  within  the  Co-Lin 
district.  Mr.  Russ  added  that  the 
ability  to  train  workers  at  the 
facility  would  be  an  important 
factor  in  decisions  by  business 
and  industry  to  locate  in  the  Co- 
Lin  district. 

Funded  through  bond 
money  given  by  the  state 
legislature,  county  funds  from 
within  the  district,  and  a  gift 
annuity,  the  Conference  Center 
will  be  located  east  of  the 
women's  softball  field, 

overlooking  the  16th  green  and 
the  17th  tee  box  of  the  Wolf 
Hollow  Golf  Course. 

The  Thames  Center  will 
have  18,900  square  feet  of  office 
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and  meeting  space  and  will 
house  the  staff  offices  of  the 
Division  of  Community 
Services.  However,  the  Thames 
Center  will  be  used  primarily  to 
host  training  conferences, 
meetings,  seminars,  and 
workshops  for  business  and 
education  entities.  The  large 
banquet  hall  will  accommodate 
450-500  individuals  in  a  banquet 
setting  and  can  be  subdivided 
into  three  large  meeting  rooms 
for  approximately  100 

individuals  in  each  room.  The 
Thames  Center  will  also  have 
two  additional  training  rooms, 
one  equipped  with  the  state-of- 
the-art  computer  training 
equipment.  Dr.  Garner 
explained,  "The  building  will 
have  a  great  deal  of  flexibility  to 
re-configure  conference  rooms 
to  meet  the  needs  of  particular 
organizations."  The  entire 
facility  will  be  wired  for  the  latest 
in  technological  capabilities 
including  satellite  downlinking, 
two-way  videoconferencing,  and 
sound  and  lighting.  Much  of  this 
is  being  made  possible  by  a  gift 
annuity  given  to  the  college  by 
Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor, 
alumnus  of  Copiah-Lincoln. 
Limited  overnight  lodging 
accommodations  will  also  be 
offered  by  the  Thames  Center 
for  special  guests  of  the  college 
or  workshop  facilitators  and 
participants. 

In  addition  to  the  Thames 
Center,  construction  on  a  new 
access  road  from  J.  C.  Redd 
Drive  has  been  completed  along 
with  preparations  for  a  seven- 
acre  lake  that  will  be  located 
near  the  facility.  Wolf  Hollow 
Golf  Course  will  also  be  an 
added  benefit  for  individuals 
utilizing  the  Thames  Center.   •>•#

Earning  the  title  of  1999  Most  Outstanding 
Chapter  over  30  other  active  chapters  in  two-and-four 
year  colleges  and  universities  across  Mississippi  is  the 
Nu  Kappa  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Lambda  on  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College's  Wesson  campus.

The  Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor 
Chapel  on  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College's  Wesson 
campus  opened  in  October  1998. 

A  project  of  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College 
Alumni  Association  and  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Foundation,  hie, 
the  $455,000  project  became  a 
reality  from  a  $250,000  gift  from 
Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor  of  Oxford. 

The  Taylor  Chapel  is  located 
at  the  heart  of  the  Co-Lin  campus 
and  is  designed  to  provide 
students,  staff  and  visitors  a 
spiritual  sanctuary  from  the 
turmoil  of  daily  life.  The  faith  and 
dedication  of  many  people  went 
into  the  realization  of  the  Taylor 
Chapel;  members  of  the  Co-Lin 
Foundation  and  Alumni 
Association  spent  many  hours 
raising  funds  to  provide  this 
facility  for  Co -Lin.  The  fmal 
financial  boost  needed  to  complete 
the  construction  of  this  beautiful 
facility  was  provided  through  the 
generosity  of  the  Taylors,  after 
whom  it  was  named. 

The  Chapel,  designed  by 
Watkins  and  Cox  architects  of 
McComb,  will  seat  100  people  on 
20  eight-foot  pews.  The  faceted 
glass  windows,  specially  designed 
by  Lauhuff  Stained  Glass  of 
Memphis,  feature  eight  12-foot  tall 
windows,  three  eight-foot  tower 
windows  and  one  six-foot 
diameter  rose  window,  and  add 
much  to  the  chapel's  atmosphere 
of  tranquility.. 

The  Chapel  is  designed  for 
devotionals,  weddings,  memorial 


services,  religious  activities,  special 
campus  functions  and  private 
meditation. 

The  carillon  chimes  play  a 
variety  of  songs  based  on  the 
occasion,  and  can  be  heard  daily 
all  across  the  campus. 

Located  in  the  foyer  of  the 
Chapel  are  a  bride's  room  and 
restroom  facilities,  and  an  organ 
and  a  piano  also  complement  the 
chapel's  furnishings.

The  dedication  ceremony  for

Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  officials  were  pleased  to 
announce  an  annuity  gift  of  $540,000 
to  the  college's  foundation.

They 
provided  assistance  with  our  chapel 
project  and  we  are  grateful  for  this  new 
gift  annuity  which  will  mean  so  much 
to  the  college." 

Mr.  Taylor,  a  native  of  Gallman  in 
Copiah  County,  attended  public 
schools  in  Gallman  and  graduated 
from  Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural 
High  School  in  1926.  He  was 
outstanding  in  football,  basketball,  and 
baseball    and,    for    his    ability,    was 


inducted     into    the    Copiah-Lincoln 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in  1989. 

He  attended  Mississippi  State 
University  in  1927  and  transferred  to 
Transylvania  University  in  Lexington, 
KY,  where  he  received  an  AB  degree  in 
economics  in  1931.  While  there  he 
lettered  in  football  and  basketball.  For 
three  years  following  college 
graduation,  1931-1934,  he  was  a  high 
school  principal  and  football  and 
basketball  coach  in  Providence,  KY. 

Mr.  Taylor,  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  Lodge,  was  inducted  into 
the  Mississippi  Agriculture  and 
Forestry  Museum  Hall  of  Fame  in 
October  1984.  He  has  been  the 
recipient  of  numerous  agricultural,  soil 
and  conservation  awards  over  the 
years.  He  was  a  Citizen  of  the  Year  for 
the  Oxford-Lafayette  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

He  became  a  life  insurance  general 
agent  in  Evans ville  and  Kokomo.  IN. 
from  1934-1958,  at  which  time  he 
retired  to  operate  their  600-acre 
registered  cattle  farm  in  Oxford,  which 
they  purchased  in  1950.  They  restored 
an  1842  antebellum  home,  Sunset  Hill, 
in  1958,  where  they  presently  reside. 

Mr.  Taylor's  other 

accomplishments  include  serving  as 
commissioner  for  the  Lafayette 
County  Soil  and  Water  Conservation 
for  19  years,  director  of  the  State 
SWCD  Commissioners  for  12  years, 
past  president  of  the  Mississippi 
Cattlemen's  Association,  director  of 
the  Oxford/Lafayette  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce;  member  of 
the  state  board  of  directors  for  the 
Mississippi  Affiliate  American  Heart 
Association  and  a  member  of  the 
Transylvania  University  alumni 
board. 

Mrs.  Taylor  was  born  in 
Princeton,  KY,  but  was  reared  and 
educated  in  Indiana.  She  attended 
Indiana  University  in  Bloomington 
where  she  was  a  member  of  Tri  Delta 
sorority.  She  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Evansville  in  1928  with 
an  AB  degree  in  English/his  ton-.  She 
was  a  senior  high  school  teacher  and 
homemaker.  The  Taylors  celebrated 
their  66th  wedding  anniversary  on 
October  23.
